THE PHOSPHATE BEDS.

Interest. 


CHARLESTON,S. C., November 21.—[Special. ] 
Itislearned definitely today that an English 
syndicate is negotiating the purchase of all 
the phosphate lands in this state, together 
with the machinery, etc. They have agents 
here who are now making a schedule of the 
principal stocks and fixing the value. Ten 
million dollars is said to be about the figures 
involved. Several representatives of the syn- 
dicate paid a visit to the place about three 
months ago,and took a look over the phos- 
phate territory. It is not improbable 
that the legislature at its comig session 
will also sell tne entire interest of the 
state in the new phosphate deposits, 
the idea being to use the money to pay off the 
entire state debt, about $6,000,000, which 
matures in 1893. The plan -has been freely 
discussed in the Farmers’ Alliance, which 
will have undisputed sway in the legislature, 
and has many supporters. Governor-elect 
Tillman has spent several days in this city 
making inquiries about these deposits. The 
state now gets a royalty of $1 per ton, or about 
$200,000 per annum from the New Rock 
miners.

SIX THOUSAND MINERS 


Are Likely to go on a Strike on the First 
of December. : 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., November 21.—The six 
thousand coal miners, nine-tenths of all the 
miners in Alabama, will probably go out ona 
strike on December Ist. Representatives from 
every mine in the state have been in session 
nere for a week, and three days ago demanded 
an increase of wages at all the mines, to go 
into effect December ist. This demand has 
been refused by all the mine operators, and a 
strike seems certain, Last July the miners 
signed a tweive months contract, on the slid- 
ing scale basis, she price of pig iron to govern 
the price for mining. They now propose to 
break this contract, and, demand 50 cents 
per ton in winter and 45 cents per ton in sum- 
mer for mining.

A MOB DISPERSED 


BY THE PRISONER THEY WANTED TO 
LYNCH, 


ATTACK UPON A TENNESSEE JAIL. 


The Crowd Succeeds in Making an Opening 
in the Door—Two Men Craw! in and 
Are Shot—The Mob Retires. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 21.—A spe 
cial from Huntington, Tenn., says; The town 
is wild with excitement, and has been so for 
the past eighteen hours. Widdis, who mur- 
dered Constable Ross and his nephew, a few 
days ago, was brought from Paris yesterday 
evening to have his preliminary examination. 
A mob met the train at the depot, but the 
sheriff had taken the prisoner from the train 
in the west end of the town and carried him to 
jail. Jake Ross, father of the murdered boy, 
persuaded the mob to let the law take its 
course. Instead of going home many remained 
and about 12 o’clock last night surrounded 
the jail to pre¢ent aid being given to the pris- 
ouer. At 1 o’clock all preparations were made 
and an attack was made onthe jail. It was 
deserted, except by Widdis and two other 
prisoners.. With sledge hammers and cold 


chiselsj the mob destroyed the lock on the out- } 


side door. The inside door wassolid cast iron, 
one inch thick, and perforated with a hole 2x3 
inches. They could not break the door down, 
but broke outa piece 12x18 inches. 

GOING THROUGH A HOLE. 


Two prisoners were in the cells, but Widdis | 


was in the hall. An Irishman named Ed 
Coulter climbed through the hole, and after he 
got in he claimed that his pistol would not 
nre. Another was handed him. Then a re- 
port was heard, and Coulter claimed that he 
was shot. 

Sam Sellars started in to his assistanve, 
when Widdis, or some one shot, the bal! enter- 
ing Sellar’s face near the nose, and lodging 
under the jawbone on the opposite side. Dr. 
Cox dressed the wound and Sellars went 
home. 

A report reaches here that he is dead, The 
mob dispersed after this. The prisoner was 
returned to Paris this morning without hay- 
ing had a preliminary trial. The end is not 
yet. IfSellars is dead, the governor will 


Hinton Helper, Formerly of Louisville, 
Creates a Sensation at Roanoke. 


ROANOKE, Va., November 21.—A sensation 
was created here by the rumor that Hinton 
Helper, late secretary of the Commercial 
Ciub, and one of the highest standing men in 
society, had deserted his wife foraun unknown 
woman in New York. Helper married Miss 
Rosa Tilton, a of Major Nat Tilton, a 
leading citizen of Savannah, Ga., about thir- 
teen yearsago. Hesoon grewtiredof his wife, 
often remarking to comparative strangers that 
he was not happily married. ‘Three years ago 
Mrs, Helper discovered affectionate letters to 
her husband written from New York and 
signed “Madeline” and ‘Dollie.’” They were 
then living in Louisville. About one year ago 
Helper came to Roanoke, was iustrumental 
in organizing the Commercial! Ciub, and was 
elected secretary ata good salary. He went 
north October Ist, ostensibly for medi- 
cal treatment. While away The Phila- 
delphia Press published amon the 
hotel arrivals ‘“‘Mr. and Mrs, Frinton 
Helper.” His wife was here at.the time. He 
resigned on the first of the month, giving ill 
health as his reason, and immediately went te 
New York. His only answerto a number of 
telegrams asking him abont his sickness, was 
that he wasona big boom. Since away, his 
wife found more affectionate, compromising 
letters from ‘‘Madeline’ and ‘‘Dollie,”’ 
some addressing him as ‘Dear Hus- 
band:”’ also notes in a diary about 
good times with ‘‘M.’’ His cousin, who 
succeeded him, received a ietter today in 
which he said life had been a disappointment. 
He sent a check to his wife for $60, with only 
$26 in the bank. Mrs. Heiper left tonight for 
ber father’s homein Savannah. Helper is a 
well-known newspaper nan, having been con- 
nected with The New York Sun, Mail and Ex- 
press, The Southern Manufacturers’ Record 
and others. He isa nephew of Hinton Helper, 
author of ‘“The Impending Crisis.’’

An Extensive Bank Failure in the South- 
west. 

Kansas City, Mo., November 21.—An ex” 
tensive bank failure is reported here, involv- 
ing no less than six financial concerns in the 
southwest. So far as is known the facts aro 
these: When Oklahoma was made a terri- 
tory the Newton Nationa! bank, at Newton, 
was established; the Commercial National 
bank, at Guthrie, with branches at Norman, 
Elreno and Stillwater.

An Oklahoma Bank Suspends. 


GeTurim, Okla., November 21.—The Com- 
mercial bank, of this city, which is the 
largest bank in the territory, made an assign- 
ment late last night for the benefit of cred- 
itors, to the sheriff as assignee. The proprie- 
tors have all left town. “The failure involves 
all that many of the depositors have. A large 
crowd has stceod about the builing all day. 
Orders of attachment are tacked upon the 
doors of the bank in great numbers. The 
failure was caused by the failure of the New- 
ton, Kan., national bank a fow weeks ago. 
The liabilities and assets cannot be as¢er- 
tained. A run was made on other banka this 
inorning, but upon showing ample funds the 
depositors were satisfied and the panic stopped. 


THE LINE OF DEPOSITORS 


In Front of the Citizens’ Bank in New 
York. 

New York, November 21.—The run on the 
Citizens’ Savings Bank, southwest corner of 
Bowery and Canal street, started on Wednes- 
day, and continued in full force today. Presi- 
dent Edward A. Quintard, and other members 
of the committee of finance of the institution, 
held a meeting at tho bank this morning. 
There had been some talk among the panic- 
stricken depositors that the ofticers of the 
bank might avail themselves of the rule, 
which reads: ‘‘No person shall have the right 
to withdraw any part of the amount that may 
be to his credit unless he has, ninety days pre- 
viousiy, given personal notice to the bank of 
the amount he wishes to withdraw.” 

To do away with any impression of this sort, 
the finance committee held a session, at the 
call of President Quintard, and decided, by a 
unanimous vote, to pay out to the depositors 
their money just as fastas they could. The 
doors of the bank were thrown open ata 
quarter of 10 o’clock, and at that time the line 
of anxious depositors reached several squares.

By the Irish Patriots Visiting This Country—

New Yorx, November 21.—Members of 
the Irish parliamentary delegates, send out 
this circular: 

The Lrish people are now face to face with a de- 
termined and powerful attempt, organized ‘by 
Balfour anda number of torry andliberal unionist 
capitalists in England, and landlord ayndicates in 
Ireland, to starve out Irish organizations and 
evicted tenants by simultaneously increasing the 
vigor of coercion and the number of evictions. 

So resolute and merciless is this combination, 
that at the very moment when, according to the 
government itself, large portions of Ireland 
are menaced with severe distress, whole- 
gale evictions are being carried ~ out. 
The chief purpose of the mission of the 
Irish delegate; to America 18 to counteract this 
last desperate assault by an appeal to the gen- 
erosity of the American peopie for moral and 
financial support. The amount of sympathy and 
interest already manifested in their mission has 
exceeded their most sanguine expectations. They 
new find it will be impossible for them to 
visit all tuwns from which invitations are being 
received.

Lonpon, November 22.—A Berlin eorres- 
pondent of The Telegraph declares that while 
the treatment of poor patients in hospitals is 
only half completed owing to the supply of 
lymph being exhausted, a few favored physi- 
clans are treating from 100 to 150 patients 
daily, charging from £1 to£5 poundeach. The 
correspondent further says that hospital pa- 
tients are only half treated and then neglected, 
often being leftin a dangerous condition. Some, 
he says, have been rendered comatose by the 
treatment and have been revived only by the 
use of powerful restoratives. 

Que patient is reported to have lain in an 
unconscious conditon, within an inch of 
death, for thirty-six hours. Professor Koch, 
it is said, knows nothing of the scandal and is 
not responsible for it.

But Business Did Not Fall Off as Mach as 
Anticipated. 

New YorkK, November 21.—The weekly review 
of trade of R.G. Dun & Co., says: The marvol 
today is that the business world has been able to 
stand with so little disturbance, thus far, such the 
shock and strain asthe past two weeks have 
brought. With the assets of the largest ecom- 
merciai banking house in Great Britian turned 
overto the Bank of England, with several 
large stock failures here, and one at Philadel- 
phia, andsome savings banks besieged by ig- 
horant depositors in#a panic, the legitimate 
business of the country has hardly been af- 
fected at all as yet. Stringency has 
checked buying, the difficulty of making 
foreign exchange threatens to retard the move- 
ment of cotton and a more conservative temper in 
trading, but everything thus far inaicates a 
sounder condition of legitimate business than 
inany Supposed. The collapse of a great many 
speculations has brought heavy losses, but the 
public has not been taking much part in such 
operations. It may be hoped that the financial 
institutions forced at last to drop speculations 
whieh absorbed enormous capital, will haye more 
funds available after the storm has past ior the 
use of industry and commerce. :

A Large Gathering of People from Georgia 
and South Carolina—The Scenes in 
the Streets, Ete., Etc. 


Avaeusta, Ga., November 21.—[{Special.J— 
The demonstration over the election of Cleve- 
land is the only thing of the kind in the 
history of Augusta that can equal the ovation 
given tonight to General Gordon. 

All day crowds poured in on the trains from 
Georgia and Carolina, and by nightfall there 
were thousands of visitors in thecity.

Old veterans 
sought entrance into his car, and were ad- 
mitted toembrace the man they fought with 
and shake hig hand. 

At Augusta a cannon belched forth welcome 
asthe train pulled into the depot, where 
an immense multitude were packed and 
while as far as the eye 

could reach, on every street the 
military veterans and torch bearers were 
stretched. Cheer upon cheer greeted the 
appearance of General Gordon, and the crowd 
went wild. They pushed and jammed in their 
endeavors to reach the general and shake his 
hand. A carriage and four awaited General 
apd Mrs. Gordon, and Congressman Barnes 
and Hon. Patrick Walsh rode with them, 
Miss Lucy Pace, of Covington: Mr. Hugh 
Gordon; Mr. P. DeLeon, of Atlanta, and 
Captain Randolph Ridgely occupied the next 
carriage, and the reception committee filled 
those following.

EXPORT. 


Fifty Tons of Ochre Shipped to England— 
The Possibilities Which This New 
Venture Opens Up, 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., November 21.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—The Cartersville Ochre Company has 
made a shipment of fifty tons of ochre to Eng- 
land, the first consignment of a large order.

A MILITARY EXECUTION. 


An Old Soldier’s Story of a Deserter’s 
Ignominious Death. 


“There are few things more impressive than 
a military execution,’’ remarked a veteran in 
areminisvent mood, oneevening long since, 
toa group of adozen or more gathered com- 
fortably about the steam heater of a promi- 
nent hotel. There were men in the party 
who, like the speaker, had looked ‘grim- 
visaged war’ squarely in the eye; there were 
younger men who had not been old enough to 
shoulder a musket when the late dreadful con- 
flict was begun, and there were stil] others 
who had not seen the light of day until long 
afver the last gun had been fired. They all 
seemed to take interest in the speaker’s dec- 
laration, however. The older. men at once 
assented, while the others evinced bv their 
Jooks a desire to hear something about the sub- 
ject. Therefore, when the war-horse settled 
himself more firmly in his chair and began to 
say thathe remembered one particular inci- 
dent that impressed him very strongly, 
though, at the time, somewhat hardened to 
scenes of bloodshed, there was a leaning to- 
ward him which bespoke respectful attention. 

‘Some of our boys,’”’ an old soldier always 
calls other old soldiers “‘boys,’’ because they | 
were all boysin fact during the war, ‘‘may 
have been at Missionary Ridge- If so, you 
will remember the points I shall speak of; but 
these young fellows here, we need a diagram. 
The ridge runs from the Tennessee river above 
Chattanooga to Lookout mountain below, and 
it is one of the best places I ever saw to de- 
fend from a superior force, notwithstanding 
the fact that a confederate force, comprising 
some of the best soldiers in the country, was 
once driven off it by Grant. Bragg’s head- 
quarters were on top of the ridge, just where a 
road-—-leading up from the valley—crossed the 
summit. Our brigade was in the reserve line, 
about half way down the hill, on a compara- 
tively level piece of ground. Below us, at the 
footof the ridge, lay Cheatham’s division——I 
think it was Cheatham’s—in the rifle pits, 
which had been constructed there. In fronta 
level plain stretched away for nearly half a 
mile to a strip of woods, which shut the be- 
leaguered eneniy from our view. On the last 
little knoll, at the foot of the ridge, was a 
house, known by the boys as ‘the red brick.’ 
It was a farm-house, and not far from it was 
an excellent spring, from which we got water. 
To the !eft of the house, but several hundred 
yards out on the level ground, stood, at that 
time, the remains of a brick-kiln, from which, 
perhaps, half the bricks had been taken before 
the fighting in that section stopped the build- 
ing of anything but forts. 

‘Lam particular in describing this place as 
I remember it, because it wason this plain 
that the execution took place. The man who 
was shot was a Tennesseean, and his name was 
Henry K. Roberts. I don’t think I will ever 
Roberts was, I should say, about 
thirty-five years old. Helived in the country, 
somewhere in the neighborhood of Tulla- 
homa, and he was shot for being a fool. That, 
at least, was the verdict of the Kentucky boys 
wbo were aware of the circumstances. Queer 
thing to shoota man! for, isn’t? IL’1l bet you li 
agree with me bythe timeI am through. 
There were, as you probably know, 
&@ good many union men in Ten- 
nessee, and you may also remeni- 
ber that the confederacy conscripted’ 
nearly every man it could get its hands on, if 
he was able to carry a gun. The fellows 
who couidn’t shoulder a musket they put into 
hospital service. Roberts was a union man. 
At least that was the story told. He would 
not volunteer, so he was conscripted and put 
into a regiment raised in that vicinity. I have 
forgotten the number, but it seems to me 
that it was the ‘Twenty-fifth; but that 
doesn’t matter. He was put into the 
army, and for a time did his duty faith- 
fully. But reverses overtook the con- 
federate arms. The army under Bragg 
kept failing back, and, as a consequence, get- 


ting farther away from Robert’s home. In 
fact, it was encamped at Tullahoma for a 
period of six weeks or two months—possibly 
longer. I suppose Roberts must have visited 
his home while there. Atany rate, after a 
timo, a further retreat was made. 

“One night Roberts was missing. He had 
disappeared, like many others who could not 
bear the ideaof leaving their homes behind 
them. The campaign went on, and finally, 
after marching, as 1t seemed all over the 
mountains and all sorts of out-of-the-way 
places, the battle of Chicamauga came on, 
resulting in the defeat of the federals and the 
occupation of Missionary Ridge by the con- 
federates. Here there was a considerable 
period of  masteriy inactivity. Roberts, 
instead of going home and_ staying 
there, as he could have done, being 
inside the enemy’s lines, joined the 
federal army and was placed on a 
transport plying on the Tennessee river. 
Whether he was employed as a guard or on 
fatigue detail I don’t know, but I know that 
one day General Forrest, with his borse 
marines, as we used to call them, caught the 
transport, on which Roberts was employed, 


tied up to the bank, and proceeded to charge 
it in his own peculiar style. Hecaptured the 
boat and its crew and guard—he usually got 
what he went after. Of course Roberts was 
among the prisoners. 

‘‘Forrest destroyed the boat and stores and 
took his prisoners to the 
then encamped on the ridge. 
ting to the rear, the 


deserted, was in thatsame battle line. Now 
you begin to see how the thing worked out, 
don’t you?’’ 

‘*Yes,”’ replied one of the veterans, ‘‘he was 
recognized, court-martialed and shot.” 

‘‘He was,’’ said the narrator, “““‘but how did 
ithappen? MRobertshad been gone several 
months. During that time he had grown a 
beard. He was dressed in federal uniform, 
with a regulation hat, which he wore pulled 
down over his eyes. There was a great change 
in his appearance, and he might have easiy 
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room enough between the coffin and the end | 
of the grave for the prisoner to knee]. I left 
our trenches in company with a number of 
tha Kentucky boys, when I saw the First 
regiment marching to its position, and took up 
a post in the angle of the square nearest the 
foot of the ridge, where there had been an 
opening left for the pes of the firing party 
and the prisoner. e had not long to wait. 
There was no delay—no howling mob pressing 
around a badgered crowd of nearly powerless 
policemen. The troops were in their best 
uniforms—not new or gaudy, but brushed up 
and made to appear as neat as possible. Every 

and bayonet retlected the bright sun- 
se tbees and but for the omnious pit in the 
earth and the coffin byit, the scene might 
have been taken for a review of the division. 
The men stood at attention, the battle flags 
floated peacefully and the veteran heroes of 
many a well-fought field, accustomed to look 
deathin the face without flinching. stood 
silent and awed and awaited the end. The 
men of Murfreesboro were there, and the 
heroes of Chickamauga as well, many of whom 
were to go down before the bullets of the 
enemy now lying 50 passive 
in the beleagured city, just be- 
yond that strip of woods. To one 
unacquainted with the sentiment that pre- 
vailed in the Army of Tennessee in regard to 
what the soldiers were wont to call ‘one of 
Old Bragg’s left-handed duels,’ where, as they 
said. ‘one man with his hands tied, without 
arms, fought twelve with loaded muskets,’ the 
scene was beginning to take on an awful 
solemnity. To the men in the ranks, it was a 
cause of ‘theirs not to ask the reason why.’ They 
stood there and waited. 

“Soon the guard and the condemned ap- 
proached, and marched into the square. They 
passed within a few feet of where I stood, and 
I had a good view of Roborts. He did not im- 
press me favorably. He looked like a crimi- 
nal, and he had a generally bad expression 
of countenance. He was Clad in full fed- 
eral uniform. Hisstep was firm enough, 
but he scarcely raised his eyes. We 
all eyed him curiously. Everybody wanted to 
see if he would die like asoldier. Ifthat were 
the end they would excuse many faults. He 
was accompanied by the tiring party of twelve 
men, and a spiritual adviser, who was none 
other than the venerable man who has become 
known all over the south as ‘the white-haired 
chaplain of the orphan brigade’ Professor 
Joseph Desha Pickett. 

“Arriving at the fatal spot, Roberts was 
made to kneel between his cofiin and the open 
grave. Atéitherend of the coffin were sta- 
tioned two guards with loaded rifles, while in 
front stood the chaplain, facing the man who 
was so eager todie. The warrant, or order, 
of execution was again read, and tthe chaplain 
offered up a prayer, which could scarcely be 
heard, so much was he affected, the sentinels 
standing like statues while it was being done. 
The tiring detail, stationed soyne fifteen paces 
in front, stood at order arms during 
the prayer. At its conclusion the lieu- 
tenant in command gave the command, 
‘shoulder arms,’ and a man stepped out and 
tied a hendkerchief over NKoberts’s eyes, so 
that it hung over hits face likeaveil. ‘The 
poor fellow made no objection. I bejieve he 
was glad of it. He did not impress me as a 
man who was brave enough to look into the 
muzzies of those rifies. As soon as this was 
done the guards, on a signal, left their posts, 
and the chaplain fell back behind the execu- 
tioners. The detail stood with arms 
shouldered and waited. 

“Roberts by this time 
fairly on his heels.

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Roverts had settled back.on his heeis again, 
Then came the fatal word which rendered the 
earth with its battles as nothing to the deserter. 
‘Fire!’ As the word was given, Roberts, sud- 
deniy raised to his knees again, disconcerting 
the aim of the men, but they fired, never- 
theless. Theyshould have killed him outright 
but.they didnot. One ball struck him on the 
left temple, and tore the handkerchief off his 
face ; another hummed over his head and went 
onto the brick kiln, while the remainder 
struck him in various parts of the body. He 
reeled and swayed, ec fell over on_ his left 
side. The detail was marched upto the grave, 
but ithad to wait some minutes before life 
wasextinct Then they lifted him, limp, 
warm and bloody, placed him in his cofifin and 
lowered it into the grave, and began the work 
of shoveling in the dirt,in which each man had 
to take part. As soon as this was finished, the 
division broke up by regiments, and each 
marched to its station, leaving 
the deserter above in his grave. 
It was 2% most impressive sight, 
but it is doubtful if it had much effect on the 
men who witnessed it. Bragg had 
treated them to too many of the same sort. — 

“When, afew weeks after, Grants troops 
carried Missionary Ridge, they advanced right 
across the plain and trampled over the desert- 
er’s grave in their wild rush for the foot of the 
hill. If the spirits of the dead revisit the 
scene of their taking off, Henry Roberts’s ghost 
could have had the consolation of seeing his 
executioners beautifully whipped. 

‘‘His grave was trodden so that it would be 
almost impossible to locate it long before the 
battle came on, so, I presume, he lies there yet 
in what must be an unknown grave. Some 
day some fellow, in digging a cellar, or some- 
thing of the kind, may unearth what is left of 
him, and have him reinterred in a national 
cemetery as one of the forgotten dead of the | 
battle of Missionary Ridge.”’

The Technological School. 

The record of the Technological school, 
brief as it is, commands confidence and 
leads the public to look for splendid results. 

But the state’s appropriation was ex- 
pended months ago, and the school cannot 
be run on credit. It has convinced every- 
body that it is worthy of support, and that 
it is doing a great work for our boys that 
can be done in no other way. 

Representative Martin, of Fulton, has in- 
troduced a bill designed to meet the emer- 
gency, and it should pass. The Technolog- 
ical school must be sustained, and just at 
this time the state is in duty bound to aid it 
judiciously and generously. It would. be 
almost a calamity if this noble institution 
should now be embarrassed or seriously in- 
jured for want of the proper backing. 


Farmers and Finances. 

The grange is to the farmers of the north 
just what the alliance is to the farmers of 
the south. 

The two organizations favor different 
methods of dealing with the great financial 
problem of the day, but both agree that the 
situation renders the expansion of our vol- 
ume of currency imperatively necessary. 

In the report adopted by the executive 
committee of the National Grange, which has 


been in session here within the past few 


days, some important..recommendations are 
made. The report calls attention to the 
fact that the volume of currency is now only 
$17 per capita against $56 in 1862. In view 
of the prosperity of the farmers and other 
classes in 1862, the grangers express the 
opinion that $17 per capitais too small a 
figure. They therefore urge congress to fix 
the circulation at not less than $40 or $50 
per capita, and authorize the government to 
lend money to the farmers at 2 per cent 
under proper restrictions. The free coinage 
of silver is also recommended. 

The methods and details of financial re- 
lief should not be hastily decided upon. 
The southern farmers favor the subtreasury 
plan. Their northern brethren favor direct 
loans from the government. The significant 
point is that both the northern and southern 
farmers demand the expansion of the cur- 
rency to meet the business needs of the 
country. 

With the agricultural classes of the repub- 
lic sol united on the main question, con- 
gress ot much longer ignore the will of 
the people. The precise form in which 
financial relief shall come is a matter to be 
considered and discussed. The government 
will be compelled to respond to the demand 
of the people for a financial system that will 
satisfy their legitimate and reasonable needs. 


The Indian Troubles. 

The trouble which the people are expe- 
riencing with the Indians of the northwest 
is the resuli of religious excitement which 
has broken out among them. But there 
seems to be no grave cause for alarm inthe 
settlements. The United States army has 
been ordered to the front, and is prepared 
for battle; but the Indians are not on the 
war path to any great extent. 

Religious excitement ‘‘breaks out’’ annu- 
ally among the Indians, just as it does 
among the ignorant negroes in certain sec- 
tions of the south, and it is generally of the 
same nature. The Indians bf the northwest 
are expecting the advent of a Messiah, and 
men have been found who were willing to 
pass as such, aand thus add tothe excite. 
ment which prevails among them. 

The case is therefore similar to that of the 
negroes of Liberty county, in this state, 
where they deserted the farms and work. 
shops and fled to the wilderness in great ex- 
citement, led by men claiming to be Christs: 
but of course the trouble is more general 

and covers a wider field.

At the mere mention of trouble 
among the Ind whole communities are 
up in arms and y to precipitate a fight. 
We read of ordérs having been issued «in dif- . 
ferent settlements, at this early stage of the 
trouble, to shoot down every Indian who is 
found without a passport. Indeed, the 
declaration of war seems to be altogether on 
the side of the whites. 

These warlike measures, instead of allay- 
ing excitement, are likely to fan it to white 
heat and bring on the war which the people 
seem to dread. 

The Indians are treacherous, and must be 
watched, But the present unsettled condi-, 
tion of the Cheyennes and Sioux will not re- 
sult in any great disasters if it is not aggra- 
vated by an intolerant and aggressive spirit 
on the part of the excited white communi- 
ties. 


Straws Turn the Tide. 

A very little thing will sometimes quell a 
panic, of whatever nature, and bring people 
to their senses. 

The big run which was made recently on 
two New York banks doubtless caused grave 
anxiety tothe bank officials, though they 
were not without confidence that they would 
be able to Weather the storm. There was 4 
great crush at the doors, men and women 
clamoring for admittance, and our dispatches 
relate that when the police succeeded in 
getting the crowd in line, it made a proces- 
sion that extended the length of several 
streets. 

But a solitary man, who had confidence in 
the bank, edged his way in and made a de- 
posit. This action, however intended, had 
a reassuring influence on those who Wit-. 
nessed it, and its frequent repetition would 
have quieted the fears of the whole crowd, 

In this connection an amusing story is re- 
called of a novel scheme worked by a bank 
cashier who was trying to weather through a 
panic, 

A great run had been made on the bank, 
and it was evident that it would be com- 
pelled to close its doors. There was a red- 
hot stove in the building. A shovel was 
filled with twenty-dollar gold pieces, and a 
boyY held them over the stove until they 
were hot. ‘Then the cashier shoveled them 
out to the crowd. 

‘*The money is hot!’’ shouted the de- 
positors. ‘*‘What’s the matter with it?” 

With a calm and smiling countenance the 
president stepped forward. ‘‘My friends,”’ 
said he, ‘‘the United States government 
is at the back of thisbank: We are coining 
the money as fast as our men can work. 
You can get all the money you want!”’ 

But of course, they didn’t want it then! 


Negro Voters at the North. 

The republican politicians do not seem to 
relish the fact, when it is stuck under their 
nose, that the negro voters at the north have 
long held the balance of power between the 
two parties. There are 32,000 negro voters 
in‘ Néw York and 11,000-in ‘Indiana, and it 
would be interesting to know just how many 
republican presidents they have made. 

The reason that these facts are not relished 
by the republicans is due tothe fact that 
they have utterly ignored the negroin the 
distribution of official patronage. The 
negro has not resented this, exceptin the 
bland manner common to hotel waiters, but 
it is nevertheless very clear that if the re- 
publicans were to deal with the northern 
negroes in proportion to their importance as 
a polical factor, they would be holding 
various kinds of offices of trust and profit.

THE TECH. IS FIXED. | 


THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE RE- 
PORTS FAVORABLY FOR iT. 


How the State’s Money Will Be Expended— 
The Capitol Grounds Will Get 
$18,000 Most Probably. 


The finance committee of the house of rep- 
resentatives hold its most important session 
yesterday. 

Three important appropriation bills came up 
for discussion and were handled in a way most 
satisfactory by the committee. 

One was the bill of Mr. Huff, of Bibb, appro- 
priating $2,000 for the deficiency fund of the 
state's governmental department. : 

Governor Northen sent a message to the 
house a few days ago urging the immediate 
necessity of appropriating money tothe regular 
contingent fund, which had become exhausted. 

Accordingly, Mr. Huff, of Bibb, introduced 
@ bill which provided for such an appropria- 
tion. The bill was sent to the committee on 
finance. 

Yesterday the bill came up at the commit- 
tee’s meeting, and the members of the com- 
mittee determined to report it favorably, 
granting $2,000 to supply the deficiency of the 
contingent fund. The bill will be reported to 
the house today, perhaps. 

_ Beautifying the Capitol. 

Mr. Martin’s bill providing for the improve- 
ment and beautifying of the capitol grounds 
also gained the favor of the committee on 
finance at its meeting yesterday. 

Eighteen thousand dol!ars will be granted 
for this purpose if the legislature acts favor- 
ably upon the committee’s report. 

Mr. Martin’s bill provides that a board of 
commissioners to consist of the governor, the 
president of the senate, the speaker of the 
house, the comptroller general, the state treas- 
urer and the commissioner of agriculture shall 
have charge of the work of beautifying the 
capitol grounds. The work will begin just as 
soon as the bill is passed by the general assem- 
bly and signed by the governor. 

When this work has been finished—and 
there seems to be no feeling of opposition 
among the members of the general assembly 
—Georgia can truly boast of the most beauti- 
ful capitol of any state in the union. 

The Technological School. 

It will get $12,000. 

So says the committee on finance. 

This amountis granted at the instance of 
Mr. Martin’s bill which provides for the appro- 
priation of a sum to supply _ the 
deticiency of the funds heretofore 
granted by the legislature, and has nothing to 


the Technological school. 

It came about this way: The original bill 
establishing the Georgia School of Technology, 
the sum of $05,000 was appropriated by the 


| state to establish the school and run it for one 


year. 

This sustained the school until July, 1889. 
Since that time no further appropriation has 
been made, and the school was forced to jog 
along as best it could without it. 

The $12,000 which the committee on finance 
allows, is simply to cover the expenses of the 
institution since July 158°. 

The regular appropriation bill, introduced 
by Mr. Martin, of Fulton, several days ago, 
will come before the finance committee next 
Monday, when the general appropriation act 
is to be taken up. 

No bill soimportant as this has yet been 


placed in the genera! assembly, and realizing 


this fact, the committee will give it due con- 
sideration. 
President Hopkins Talks. 

President Hopkins, of the Technological 
school, with Messis. Harris and S. M. Inman, 
members of the board of trustees, appeared 
before the committees on finance yesterday to 
speak in behalf of the school. 

Speaking of the necessities of this much 
cherished institute yesterday, Dr. Hopkins 
said: 

‘I tell you, a crisis has come to the Tech- 
nological school of Georgia, and much depends 
on how it is met. 

“Not a day passes but I receive inquiry af- 
ter inquiry for young men trained in this 
school and equipped with such knowledge of 
its branches to go out and take responsible 
placesin the varied kinds of work that are 
to lead the progressive new south on to the 
full realization of the future. There is an 
overpowering demand for such young 
men all over the south today, 
and to this school Georgia, the 
empire state of the south, must look for its 
best interest in the development of its untold 
resources. 

‘It is easily secon, therefore, how much de- 
pends on the liberality of the present legisla- 
ture in granting the state’s aid to this school 
of technology. The general assembly has it in 
its power to do great good for Georgia just in 
thie way, or to strike adeath blow to the in- 
terest so manifest throughout the state for the 
elevation of the masses by material educa- 
tion.” 

‘“‘What is your idea of the necessities of the 
school?” Dr. Hopkins was asked. 

“Why, I think the legislature should at least 
pass a bill granting the proceeds of one month’s 
rental of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
which is $35,000. 

‘‘This would greatly aid usin our efforts to 
continue the up building of the school, and I 
sincerely hope we will not be discouraged by 
adverse legislation. I don’t fear it at the hands 
of the present legislature. 

‘‘When the members consider that no insti- 
tution of this kind in America has ever started 
with such flattering auspices as ours, I feel as- 
sured that they will sympathize fully with the 
great work their predecessors have so nobly 
begun, and take it up with increased interest 
and pride. No school of this kind ever before 
started with more than sixty students, but 
ours leaped forth on its first session with 126.” 

Mr. Huff’s Views. 

Mr. Huff, of Bibb, chairman of the com- 
mittee on finance said toa CONSTITUTION re- 
porter yesterday: 

“Oh, yes, lam certain that our committee 
will look most favorably upon the two bills of 
Mr. Martin in behalf of the Georgia Techno- 
logical school. 

“The institution deserves our careful atten- 
tion, and I for one would be much disap- 
pointed if the general assembly should ad- 
journ without doing much for this great insti- 
tution of the state, which, even in its in- 
fancy, is doing so much for the general de- 
velopment of Georgia.”’ 

*‘What do you think will be given as a regu- 
lar annual appropriation ?”’ 

“I think at least $25,000 will be reported by 
the commitiee on finance. That, however, 
will not come up until Monday, and will be 
taken in hand by the committee along with 
the general appropriation bill.”

The October statement of gross earnings, 
prepared by The Financial Chronicle, retiects 
only a moderate degree of improvement, with 
the results quite irregular as between different 
roads, there being rather a large sprinkling of 
roads with decreases—-some for rather heavy 
ainounts. eturns from 155 roads show 
of $1,912,203, or 3.87 per cent. In 
amount the gain is heavier than that of Au- 
gust, but in ratio it is the smallest increase of 
any month ofthe year. Itissigniticant thatthe 
course of earnings this year is just the reverse 
of that of a year ago—that is to say, whiie the 
returns this year are growing less favorable as 
the year proceeds, iast year they kept steadily 
growing better month by month. But the one 
follows from the other: In reviewing the 
October statement in 1889, The Chronicle 
referred to it as one of the most noteworthy 
ever published, the gain in amount having 
gone above $5,000,000, and in ratio reaching 
fully 12 1-3 per cent. 

For the past eleven years the October earn- 
ings have shown successive increases, with 
the single exception of 1884. While some 45 of 
the 156 roads revort a decrease, in only a few 
cases are the losses large, the principal 
being: Grand Trunk, $159,197; New York 
Central, $157,397; Wabash, $66,132; St. Paul, 
$41,540, and Rock Island, 835,574. The prin- 
cipal gains are: Atchison, $365,821; Northern 
Pacific, $309,292; Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
$117,600; East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia, 382,479; and Chesapeake and Ohio, 
$$1,693. Forthe ten months ending October 
Slst, 146 roads report aggregate earnipgs of 
$415,046,015, against $379,872,900 last year, an 
increase of $35,173,025, or nearly 10 per cent. 
Only twelve roads of the entire number report 
a decrease, and they altogether of only 
$223,852. - 


The earnings of the Ohio and Mississippi for 
the second week of November were $82,625, 
showing a decrease over the corresponding 
period last year of $15,626. 

Itis reported that the new railroad line 
from Camden to Asheville, via Rocky Mount, 
Chester, Gaifney City and Dallas, N. C., will 
be pushed to completion at once. corps of 
engineers is now locating the line from Gaff- 
ney down the Broad river, and the entire line 
will be put under contract January Ist. The 
gentleman stated that there isplenty of money 
to build the road. The grading contracts, 
which will be jet January 1, 1891, are to be 
completed by July Ist of the same year, and 
the road is to be.ironed and ecuipped by Jan- 
uary 1, 1892. The new road means a boom for 
the mineral section around Gaffney.

M. Slaughter and Mr. Joseph M. Brown, 
of this city, will attend. 
@The Pullman and Wagner companies are 
having a hot legal fight over an alleged in- 
fringement by the Wagner confpany on an 
improvement made by George M. Pullman in 
solid vestibule connections for railway cars. 

Work is being pushed rapidly all along the 
line of the new Macon and Dublin railroad, 
and it is expected that the road will be com- 
pleted within a few months. Nearly the whole 
distance between Macon and Dublin has been 
graded, ten miles of track has been ijaid and 
the rails forthe whole distance are on the 
ground. The distance from Macon to Dublin 
is fifty-two miles. 

Itis the intention of the company to push 
on from Dublin in the direction of Savannah 
as soon asthe line from Macon to Dublin is com- 
pleted. The line willbe completed to some 
point near Savannah. The Macon and Dub- 
lin is an independent line, and is not proceed- 
ing on the charter of the old Savannah, Dub- 
linand Western Short Line. It is arivalline 
to the Macon and Atlantic, and some time ago 
enjoined that road from constructing its line 
through certain territory in close proximity to 
the Macon and Dublin. The injunction was 
not sustained, however. Work was begun on 
the linein July and has been pushed rapidly. 
Besides the Georgia partses interested the 
backers of the line are Illinois and Michigan 
capitalists, who are putting considerabie 


money into the enterprise. ‘Theyseem to mean

MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. . 

NEW YORK, November 21.—The stock market 
today was quite active again and at the same time 
decidedly stronger, even buoyant ai times, and 
the improved temper to speculation was continu- 
ous throughout the day, the upward movement 
being subject to only slight interruptions. The 
street was certainly more cheerful today than it 
has been in weeks and the improvement was gen- 
eral. extending to all classes of securities, both 
stocks and bonds. The bulls, who for the first 
time for months seemed to have complete control 
of the market, vredicted a rise of 10 per cent be- 
fore any reaction of note will be shown, and a fair 
proportion of that amount was gained todiy. 
There was increased buying of both stocks and 
bonds, and the improved condition of fina cial 
affairs in London, together with the positive easy 
tone given to the money market here, which was 
especially noticeable as today was Friday, ac- 
counted largely for the prevalent disposition to 
buy. It was noticeable as the market was advanc- 
ing, that there was a scant supply of securities, 
and for the first time in months money was rela- 
The news of the day 
was very favorable, and the utterances of a noted 
broker, who is supposed to be close to Gould on 
the position of that gentleman upon the market, 
caused a general increase of confidence in the sit- 
uation, and from those utterances and the news 
from the west today, the next upward movement 
which seems to have already begun wil) be based 
upon an advance in railway rates. The report 
from London that there is a likelihood of an in 
crease in c:rculation there, based upon the silver 
deposits, attracted considerable attention and had 
a good effect. A betterteeling was apparent at 
the opening, which was made at gains over last 
night’s tigures of from ‘4, tol per cent, and for- 
cigners were buyers, while there was a marked 
dispoxition to purchase for short account by do- 
mestic operators. There was only one weak point 
in the market and that was Rock Island, which 
was Savagely attacked and depressed from 6144 to 
6145, the attack being accompanied by a reitera- 
tion of the story about the passage of the next 
dividend. The pressure was. removed shortly be- 
fore noon, however, and it later made a sharp ad- 
vance, leading the entire list, giving the whole 
affair a look of manipulation upon which to cover 
shorts in the generallist. The latter did not sym- 
pathize to any extent inthe dropin Kock Island. 
As s00n as the pressure was removed from the lat- 
ter it began to advance immediately. Gould 
stocks, Grangers and specialties of all kinds 
showed in the leadin the upward movement, and 
there was no real interruption of the advance 
until the close of business. Slight reactions were 
frequent, but each advance carried the list farther 
in an upward direction, and final prices are gen- 
erally at or close to the best of the day. The mar- 
ket closed active and strong. Fina! changes are 
invariably in the direction of higher figures and 
the gains are all large in the active stocks. The

CONFEDERATE HOME.

THE BILL DRAWN BY PRESIDENT 
CALHOUN IS INTRODUCED. 
Hon. A. 8. Cutts, of Sumter, Introduces the 
Bill to Provide for the Old Conted- 
erate Veterans of the War. 


The Veterans’ Home. 

The legacy bequeathed to the old soldiers by 
the lamented Grady. 

Scardely a man or woman in the state can be 
found that does not readily endorsed the thrill- 
ing words of that grand editorial, “Come 
Home, Joe Stewart!’’ 

Mn Grady was reading the New York papers 
and came across a little item that stated that 
Mr. Stewart was in New York city soliciting 
contributions for the establishment of 
a home for confederate veterans, disabled, or 
grown old, and unable to take care of them- 
selves. 

On the spur of the moment he wrote that 
editorial, which met with a hearty response 
from all parts of the country. 

The result was that contributions came in 
thick and fast, and before his death Mr. Grady 
had the sweet satisfaction of knowing that the 
home was assured. 

Yesterday the following bill was introduced 
in the house of representatives by Hon. A. 5. 
Cutts, of Sumter: | 

A bil] to be entitled an act to provide for the 
acceptance by the state of Georgia of the prop- 
erty known as the Confederate Soldiers’ Home of 
Georgia, tendered by the trustees thereof; for an 
appropriation to keep and maintain the said 
home; for the support therein of indigent and 
needy ex-confederate soldiers, residents of this 
state, who were permanently injured in the s8er- 
vice of the Confederate States; for the manage- 
ment and government thereof and for other 
purposes. 

Whereas, The trustees of said home have ten- 
dered to the state 119', acres of land and its 
appurtenances, situated near the city of Atlanta; 
known as part of the “Schultze place;” fully de- 
scribedin a deed thereto from Emraa Von der 
Hoya-Schultze to the committee on location of 
said home, recorded in book “L3,” page 308, record 
ol deeds inthe clerk’s oftice of Fulton superior 
court, and afterwards consigned to the said home; 
upon whichis located a building designated as 
the Confederate Soldiers’ Home of Georgia, 


| which land and building have cost about the sum 


of $40,000,and were paid for by contributions 
from citizens of Georgia and ofbers, and said land 
purchase, Plargely increased 
in value, ana continues 80 to 
increase; ‘upon condition that the home 
shall be maintained by the state for the benefit of 
such ex-confederate soldiers as may need the 
benefit thereof for the period of twenty-five years. 
Atte: the expiration of such term the entire prop- 
erty to belong to the state, to be used for public 
charity in such manner as the legislature may 
provide ;” therefore: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of the state of Georgia, That said property, so 
tendered, be, and the same is hereby accepted 
upon said conditions, and the sum of 325,000 per 
annum for each year, 1891 and 182, or s0 much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropri- 
ated for the mnaintenance of said home—including 
the furnishing of the same—and such ex-confed- 
erate soldiers as shall be entitled tothe benefits 
thereof under th: rules hereinafter prescribed. 

Sec. 2. Be itturther enacted, That there shall 
be a board of trustees appointed by the governor, 
consisting of seven members, who shall serve 
without compensation for the term of five years, 
whose duty it shall be to have charge of said in- 
stitution and providé all the necessary rules and 
regulations forthe government thereof, and for 
admission therein, and to exercife all other 
power incident to the same not con- 
flicting with law and the requirements of this 
act; to appoint a superintendent thereof at a 
Salary not to exceed -~——— per annum; a treas- 
urer, Steward and such other assistants or em- 
ployes a8 may be necessary to the efticierit admin- 
istration of said institution; prescribe their 
duties, fix their compensation and remove said 
incumbents from office when, from any cause, the 
good of the institution may require it; to hold in 
trust tor said institution any devise or bequest of 
property of any kind, or money, tor its general 
use or any particular use designated; to visit the 
institution as often as may be necessary, and on 
the Ist day of October of each vear to make to the 
governor, to be by him laid before the general as- 
sembly, a complet: report of the condition of the 
same in all its departments. Said trustees shall 
present to the governor, at least ten days before 
the annual meeting of the general assembly, an 
exact estimate of the amount of money required 
for the suppert of said home for the suc- 
ceeding year. The treasurer shall give bond and 
security in the sum of $10,000; shall make 
quarterly application for funds tfm the treasury 
for the support Of the institution, and accompany

ance, and shall perform such duties as may be 
prescribed by the superintendent with the 
sanction of the trustees. 

Beit further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conilict with éhe same, be and are 
hereby repealed.
